The chancellor injected 
a new angle when he suggested Roper 
was qualified to teach in the law 
college of Washington university. 

This proposal wes said to have im. 
pressed Roper. The chancellor said 
he was “very optimistic’’ over the 
nrospects of obtaining Roper’s serv- 
ices. 

The salary offer for coaching and 
teaching was not made public, al- 
though one unofficial report placed the 
saevuis aS Luge aS $20.00 a year.

Salary Not Question. 

Chancellor Hadley issued a formal 
statement tonight in which he said: 
“Mr. Roper is well qualified to teach 
in our law school, being a graduate in 
law from the University of Virginia | 
and having practiced law in Philadel- 
phia for eight years. 

“There is no question of compensa: 
tion involved, as we were able to offer 
Mr. Roper a salary that he regarded 
as fully sufficient for his work. The

With Notre Dame scheduled to meet 
Leland Stanford in Pasadena, Cal., on 
New Year’s day In one of the most 
important intersectional football games 


ever played, the eligibility status of) 


Notre Dame as compared with mem- 
bers of the western conference or 
other large Institutions of the country 
has been questioned on numerous 0c 
casions. 

Notre Dame alumni and former ath- 
letes are free to admit conditions at | 
their university were not so good in 
the old days, but they were no different 
from those of other universities and 
colleges. In the late ‘90s members 
of college football teams were per- 
mitted to play on athletic club elevens 
and they received liberal expense 
money. 

Notre Dame, however, was among 
the last of the larger middle west unli- 
versities to realize its athletics must 
be placed on a basis with those of 
other institutions to secure the desired 
competition. 

Harper Takes Helm in 1910. 

In order to keep pace with the 
changing times and realizing the ne- 
cessity of securing an athletic director 
who would clean house and put Notre 
Dame athletics on a footing with other 
universities and colleges, Jesse Harper, 
a former Chicago athlete, was secured 
as athletic director. That was in 191C. 

Harper lost no time and, acting with 
a free hand, the western conference 
‘ligibility rules were adopted and en- 
forced. In fact, the present Notre 
Dame rules are modeled in practically 
every respect after those of the Big 
Ten. The sincerity with which Harper 
entered into the task soon won for him 
and Notre Dame respect of other insti- 
tutions in the middle west and far 
east. 


During Harper’s régime, which ter- 
minated in 1914, Notre Dame applied 
for admission to the weatern confer- 
ence. According to Harper’s report on 
this application, Notre Dame was re- 
fused admission not because of its lax- 
ity in eligibility rules but for the sim- 
ple reason the conference officials de- 


termined the association was large 


enough at the time and ff enlarged 
would become too unwieldy. Since that 
time Notre Dame has not sought ad- 
inission to the conference. 

Rockne Follows Harper. 

In the fall of 1914 Harper resigned 
as athletic director to devote all his 
attention to a ranch in the west. 
Knute Rockne, who had been Harper’s 
assistant, was given the athietic di- 
rectorship and appointed head football 
coach. Since he accepted the position 
Rockne has followed the policies of 
his predecessors. 

In only a few respects do Notre 
Dame rules differ from those of the 
conference and these pertain to foot- 
ball. Instead of playing eight games 
permitted by Big Ten rules, Notre
